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MR. WOLL'S CRITICISM 


Mathew Well, vice president t>£ the 


American Federation of Labor, has 
made the charge before the congres- 
sional committee investigating com- 
munism that for the sake of helping 
American corporations to do business 
with soviet Russia the government is 
jeopardizing the interests and safety of 
the United States by being too lenient 
•with communistic agents and represen- 
tatives of the Amtorg, the Soviet trade 
agency in this country. He charges that 
the employment of this agency for 
propaganda purposes and the dissem- 
ination of subversive literature, along 
with the financing of communistic 
demonstrations, is winked at by the 
federal authorities. He says it is the 
policy of Washington to give the bol- 
sheviks something of a free hand in 
their activities in this country in order 
to keep on good terms with Russia for 
the benefit of our business and finan- 
cial interests. 


We do not know whether this is 


true or not, but we suspect that it is. 
International politics is a game the 
same as domestic politics. Xo admin- 
istration is aloof front participation in 
either. Since the World war we have 
treated bolshevism with more or less 
indifference, except that we have re- 
fused to renew diplomatic 
relations 


with Russia. This refusal is not based 
on the fact that Russia has the Soviet 
system of government, but on the re- 
pudiation by it of Russian foreign 
loans and other breaches of interna- 
tional conventions. The fact remains 
that American capitalists and financial 
houses and industry allied with them 
have sought to profit from the exploi- 
tation of Russia, recognizing the fact 
that the bolsheviks could do nothing 
for the development of the country 
without their aid, and that if assistance 
did not come from this country it 
would come from others. 


No organization, unless it is the 


Catholic church, has done more to fight 
communism than organized labor in 
the United States. It is its uncompro- 
mising foe and as such it is entitled to 
the appreciation and commendation of 
the American people. The congression- 
al investigation of communism may 
bring out facts concerning its opera- 
tions in this country that will be of 
value in determining and molding gov- 
ernmental attitude toward it. It should 
show whether there is need of addi- 
tional regulatory legislation, whether 
that which we have is not being en- 
forced and whether politics is tol- 
erating an unhealthy spread of bolshe- 
vism. Probably, however, the poorest 
of all combative agencies is politics. It 
cannot be trusted either in high or in 
low places. 


The government may bear down 


more heavily on communists and com- 
munistic propaganda, but it is social. 
economic and institutional opposition 
that will be the most effective. If we 
are sound and healthy in our social and 
economic life such cancerous growths 
as bolshevism will never gain a foot- 
hold in this country. At the same time, 
it is hardly proper for the federal gov- 
ernment to repudiate the soviet srov- 
- 
o 


ernment :n form and deal with it :ti 
fact. Mr. Woll's criticisms if correct 
are valid. 


KEEP WAGES STABLE 


"V\ ilham 
Green, president of 
the 


American Federation of Labor, speak- 
ing before an international labor meet- 
ing at Montreal, made a strong and 
convincing declaration against reduc- 
tion in wages. He contended that this 
is no time, even though business is not 
quite normal and there is a depression 
in industry, to cut wages, not only as 
a matter Of fairness to employee but 
for th" 1 c&t economic result?. A policy 
Of 
\\ajjc 
reduction which gained 


:evalei»ce could not help but 
make 


matters worse. The way to make dull 
times duller is to reduce still further 
the purchasing power of the public. 
Since the wage earners and farmers of 
the country are the backbone of its 
purchasing capacity, it follows that the 
payment of less wages would inevit- 
ably work an iinpairmeat of this pur- 
chasing capacity, which would in turn 
reflect itself in reduced markets for in- 
dustry. 


This is a time for every business- 


man and every manufacturer to sit 
tight and carry on with courage and 
determination. Probably 90x per cent of 
American mercantile and manufactur- 
ing enterprise is in a sound, solvent 
state. In the aggregate it is amply able 
to cany existing payrolls out of its 
earnings, or reserves, and this is what 
should be done. The depression is only 
temporary, it cannot last for z very 
long period. The time required for re- 
covery, as wel! as the extent of the re- 
covery, is largely up to the captains of 
industry and to the foresight and judg- 
ment of businessmen in general. The 
wage basis in the United States is none 
too high. Before many years it will go 
even higher. 
It is the real road to 


stable prosperity and to the future eco- 
nomic development of the country. It 
helps to make for a wider distribution 
of wealth. It is the best tonic for com- 
munism and discontent. 
In short, it 


makes for a healthy social condition 
and for the forward evolution of our 
experiment in democratic government. 


DOUBLE STANDARD 


The readiness with which churches 


of all kinds pander to the vices and fol- 
lies of people of wealth and position is 
one of the remaining gross reflections 
on religion. Marriages are voided by 
the ruse of annulment as though they 
had never taken place, re-marriages 
that are hypocrisies are authorized 
and children deprived of their rights 
and name. A conspicuous example of 
this is the farce that is now going on 
in Roumania. King Carol in 1919 mar- 
ried one Zizi Lambrinu and a son was 
born to them of this lawful wedlock. 
At that time Carol thought he cared 
more for love than a throne. Later he 
was induced by the royal entourage to 
reconsider and the church, the Greek 
church in this instance, sanctified the 
second marriage with Princess Helen 
of Greece, the selection of his-mother. 
Queen Marie. Carol shortly after ran 
away with Madame Lupescu, with 
whom he has been living in France. 
He renounced his rights to the throne 
and Princess Helen obtained a divorce. 
On his return to Bucharest in a suc- 
cessful coup <T etat, a reconciliation 
with his second divorced wife was in 
order. This is to be arranged by the 
church in conjunction with the state. 
The divorce is to be annulled on some 
fictitious ground and the couple re- 
stored to their former status as though 
nothing had happened. 


In the meantime the first wife has 


been made an outcast by the church as 
well as by arbitrary interpretation of 
the law and she finds herself without 
legal rights or redress and her son 
without a name. 
The whole perfor- 


mance is repugnant to every sense of 
justice, decency or regard for the mar- 
riage vow. It is a travesty on right and 
religion. It is what happens in every 
instance where persons of great wealth 
or of the nobility or royalty get into a 
jam and want to escape the conse- 
quences. The record from the begin- 
ning of history is replete with such 
instances of 
moral and spiritual 


wrongs in ever}- so-called civilized na- 
tion. Kings can have as many wives as 
they like and queens as many hus- 
bands, to say nothing of mistresses 
and lovers, and the church through the 
centuries has winked at it all, making 
a mockery of marriage, of what are 
commonly held to be sacred obliga- 
tions. In this modern era the sarne 
thing goes on in a comparable degree. 
Often it is steel barons or oil barons 
or something of the kind instead of no- 
bility by birth or divine right. Xo such 
consideration is shown for the com- 
mon herd. They must pay the price of 
their indiscretions, mistakes and scan- 
dal sprees. The responsibilities of mar- 
riage are held over their heads with an 
infiexible rule. Bigamy is not condoned 
and divorces may not be recognized 
by the ecclesiastical authorities. They 
have none of the prerogatives of the fa- 
vored few. How long is the church go- 
ing to continue to get away with this 
double standard?

But 
when you do grow up—and out— 
you'll get all the more kick out of 
Grumpy.

By that rule s. doctor must first 
have a disease before he can hope 
to understand it. I do not entertain 
any such notion, but I'll tell the 
reader that I have had all seven 
kinds of itch and there is very little 
other experts or authorities can tell 
me about tht subject. I've worn 
Spangle and Kinde's winter under- 
wear, had caterpillar hives, battled 
Cape Cod mosquitos, 
encountered 


Hudson river bedbugs, caught scab- 
ies, helped myself- thrice to orthoform 
erythema, and finally completed my 
education in itching with a post- 
graduate course in ivy dermatitis. 
AH these preliminary itches are an- 
noying, and the orthoform (chemical) 
erythema Is exasperating and more 
so with each successive attack, but 
a person has not really itched until 
he has had a summer and autumn 
outing with Ivy Dermatitis. 


Poison ivy grows as a low shrub 


or a vine climbing upon wall or tree. 
Distinguish It from harmless vines 
or shrubs by its compound leaves, 
each having three leaflets; the fami- 
liar woodbine or Virginia creeper 
often mistaken for poison Ivy has 
five leaflets. Poison ivy leaflets are 
irregularly notched on one side and 
have usually a velvety covering of 
fine hairs 'underneath. The vine or 
plant bears small Inconspicuous 
yellowish green 
flowers in 
early 


summer, in clusters, and these de- 
velop In the 
autumn into 
small 


globular smooth green fruits which 
finally become Ivory or white when 
ripened. 


One of the best protective mea- 


sures where you must work or play 
in proximity to poison ivy is a 
smearing of the exposed skin with 
common yellow soap lather. If the 
exposure Js prolonged, smearing the 
skin with ordinary gear grease or 
axle grease Is more 
satisfactory. 


Then in either case the exposed skin 
should ba repeatedly bathed with 
many rinsings of soapy water in

fisd new ways of making the grape, 
or any part of it, more useful- 
This concerted scientific effort Is 


called Fruit Industries, Inc.. and Its 
purpose is to aid in disposition of 
crop surpluses that are inevitable 
when nature smiles too benignly on 
California's grape belt- 
Thus far experiments have de- 


veloped a meat sauce, 94 per cent of 
which is grape; a land fertilizer, a 
cigaret wrapper, and cream of tar- 
tar, which has been imported in 
quantities from Europe although 
tons of it yearly have been thrown 
away in grape residue. 
Perhaps the outstanding achieve- 


ment of the San Francisco labora- 
tory, under direction of Dr. John R- 
Eofif, is production of a concentrate 
almost as clear as water, yet which 
letams palatable flavors of the fruit, 
in \arious blends. 
Many other products cost more to 


make than their market value war- 
rants. 
A commercial significance, how- 


ever, is seen in the concentrate, 
which may mean a large saving in 
containers and freight rates- Its vol- 
ume is cut to one-fourth of the na- 
tural juice, but addition of water 
gives back the natural flavor. 


Benefits to growers also are seen 


in the 
concentrate, which 
makes 


possible storage of the juice content 
of a. crop so it may be fed to eastern 
and central markets as needed, thus 
preventing "dumping" which fre- 
quently is ruinous to prices. 
In making concentrates for many 


purposes, eastern grapes are neces- 
sary for blending,

MR. WOLL'S CRITICISM 


Mathew Wo!l, vice president TOI the 


American Federation or Labor, has 
made the charge before the congres- 
sional committee investigating com- 
munism that for the sake of helping 
American corporations to do business 
with soviet Russia the government is 
jeopardizing the interests and safety of 
the United States by being too lenient 
with communistic agents and represen- 
tatives of the Amtorg, the Soviet trade 
agency in this country. He charges that 
the employment of this agency for 
propaganda purposes and the dissem- 
ination of subversive literature, along 
with the financing of communistic 
demonstrations, is winked at by the 
federal authorities. He says it is the 
policy of Washington to give the bol- 
sheviks something of a free hand in 
their activities in this country in order 
to.keep on good terms with Russia for 
the benefit of our business and finan- 
cial interests. 


We do not know whether this is 


true or not, but we suspect that it is. 
International politics is a game the 
same as domestic politics. No admin- 
istration is aloof from participation in 
either. Since the World war we have 
treated bolshevism with more or less 
indifference, except that we have re- 
fused to renew diplomatic relations 
with Russia. This refusal is not based 
on the fact that Russia has the Soviet 
system of government, but on the re- 
pudiation by it of Russian foreign 
loans and other breaches of interna- 
tional conventions. The fact remains 
that American capitalists and financial 
houses and industry allied with them 
have sought to profit from the exploi- 
tation of Russia, recognizing the fact 
that the bolsheviks could do nothing 
for the development of the country 
without their aid, and that if assistance 
did not come from this country it 
•would come from others. 


No organization, unless it is the 


Catholic church, has done more to fight 
communism than organized labor in 
the United States. It is its uncompro- 
mising foe and as such it is entitled to 
the appreciation and commendation of 
the American people. The congression- 
al investigation of communism may 
bring out facts concerning its opera- 
tions in this country that will be of 
value in determining and molding gov- 
ernmental attitude toward it. It should 
show whether there is need of addi- 
tional regulatory legislation, whether 
that which we have is not being- en- 
forced and whether politics is tol- 
erating an unhealthy spread of bolshe- 
vism. Probably, however, the poorest 
of all combative agencies is politics. It 
cannot be trusted either in high or in 
low places. 


The government may bear down 


more heavily on communists and com- 
munistic propaganda, but it is social, 
economic and institutional ocoosition 
that will be the most effective, if we 
are sound and health}- in our social and 
economic life such cancerous growths 
as bolshevism will never gain a foot- 
hold in this country. At the same time. 
it is hardly proper for the federal gov- 
ernment to repudiate the soviet gov- 
ernment in form and deal with it in 
fact, Mr. Woll's criticisms if correct 
are valid. 


KEEP WAGES STABLE 


William 
Green, president of 
the 


American Federation of Labor, speak- 
ing before an international labor meet- 
ing at Montreal, made a strong and 
convincing declaration against reduc- 
tion in wages. He contended that this 
is no time, even though business is not 
quite normal and there is a depression 
in industry, to cut v.-ages. not only as 
a matt*-- of fairne?.-, to employes but 
for the 1 fst economic results. A policy 
of ua^c

matters worse. The way to make dull 
times duller is to reduce still further 
the purchasing power of the public. 
Since the wage earners and farmers of 
the country are the backbone of its 
purchasing capacity, it follows that the 
payment of less wages would inevit- 
ably-work an impairment of this pur- 
chasing capacity, which would in turn 
reflect itself in reduced markets for in- 
dustry. 


This is a time for every business- 


man and every manufacturer to sit 
tight and carry on with courage and 
determination. Probably 90 per cent of 
American mercantile and manufactur- 
ing enterprise is in a sound, solvent 
state. In the aggregate it is amply able 
to carry existing payrolls out of its 
earnings, or reserves, and this is what 
should be done. The depression is only 
temporary, it cannot last for a very 
long period. The time required for re- 
covery, as well as the extent of the re- 
covery, is largely up to the captains of 
industry and to the foresight and judg- 
ment of businessmen in general. The 
wage basis in the United States is none 
too high. Before many years it will go 
even higher. 
It is the real road to 


stable prosperity and to the future eco- 
nomic development of the country. It 
helps to make for a wider distribution 
of wealth. It is the best tonic for com- 
munism and discontent. 
In short, it 


makes for a healthy social condition 
and for the forward evolution of our 
experiment in democratic government. 


DOUBLE STANDARD 


The readiness with which churches 


of all kinds pander to the vices and fol- 
lies of people of wealth and position is 
one of the remaining gross reflections 
on religion. Marriages are voided by 
the ruse of annulment as though they 
had never taken place, re-marriages 
that are hypocrisies are authorized 
and children deprived of their rights 
and name. A conspicuous example of 
this is the farce that is now going on 
in Roumania. King Carol in 1919 mar- 
ried one Zizi Lambrinu and a son was 
born to them of this lawful wedlock. 
At that time Carol thought he cared 
more for love than a throne. Later he 
was induced by the royal entourage to 
reconsider and the church, the Greek 
church in this instance, sanctified the 
second marriage with Princess Helen 
of Greece, the selection of his mother, 
Queen Marie. Carol1 shortly after ran 
away with Madame Lupescu, with 
whom he has been living in France. 
He renounced his rights to the throne 
and Princess Helen obtained a divorce. 
On his return to Bucharest in a suc- 
cessful coup d' etat, a reconciliation 
with his second divorced wife was in 
order. This is to be arranged by the 
church in conjunction with the state. 
The divorce is to be annulled on some 
fictitious ground and the couple re- 
stored to their former status as though 
nothing had happened. 


In the meantime the first wife has 


been made an outcast by the church as 
well as by arbitrary interpretation of 
the law and she finds herself without 
legal rights or redress and her son 
without a name. 
The whole perfor- 


mance is repugnant to every sense of 
justice, decency or regard for the mar- 
riage vow. It is a travesty on right and 
religion. It is what happens in even-- 
instance where persons of great wealth 
or of the nobility or royalty get into a 
jam and want to escape the conse- 
quences. The record from the begin- 
ning pf history is replete with such 
instances of 
moral and 
spiritual 


wrongs in every so-called civilized na- 
tion. Kings can have as man}- wives as 
they like and queens as many hus- 
bands, to say nothing of mistresses 
and lovers, and the church through the 
centuries has winked at it all, making 
a mockery of marriage, of what are 
commonly held to be sacred obliga- 
tions. In this modern era the same 
thing goes on in a comparable degree. 
Often it is steel barons or oil barons 
or something of the kind instead of no- 
bility by birth or divine right. No such 
consideration is shown for the com- 
mon herd. They must pay the price of 
their indiscretions, mistakes and scan- 
dal sprees. The responsibilities of mar- 
riage are held over their heads with an 
inflexible rule. Bigamy is not condoned 
and divorces may not be recognized 
by the ecclesiastical authorities. They 
have none of the prerogatives of the fa- 
vored few. How long is the church go- 
ing to continue to get away with this 
double standard?

Diph- 
theria is most fatal to very young 
babies, and therefore immunization 
is most necessary in early infancy.

If 
there was any ground for talking 
against the prevention of diphtheria, 
I'd talk against it here. Show me 
who talks against it and I'll show 
you either an ignoramus or 3. crook.

Science Looks for New 


Methods to Make Fruit 
More Useful 


San Francisco—t/f)— Science is 


leading a hand to tb« grape indus- 
try in disposing of the surpluses by 
development of grape by-prodneta. 
Laboratory experiments, financed 


by cooperatives and various branches 
oJ the industry, have been begun to 
find new -ways of making the grape, 
or any part of it, more useful. 
This concerted scientific effort IB 


called Fruit Industries, Inc.. and its 
purpose is to aid in disposition of 
crop surpluses that are inevitable 
tvhen nature smiles too benignly on 
California's grape belt- 
Thus far experiments have de- 


veloped a meat sauce, 94 per cent of 
which is grape; a land fertilizer, m. 
c:garet wrapper, and cream of tar- 
tar, which has been imported in 
quantities from Europe although 
tons of it yearly have been thrown 
away in grape residue. 
Perhaps the outstanding achieve- 


ment of the San Francisco labora- 
tory, under direction of Dr. John R- 
Koff, is production of a concentrate 
almost as clear as water, yet which 
•etains palatable flavors of the fruit, 
in various blends. 
Many other products cost more to 


make than their market value war- 
ranis. 
A commercial significance, how- 


ever, is seen in the concentrate, 
which may mean a large saving in 
containers and freight rates- Its vol- 
ume is cut to one-fourth of the na- 
tural juice, but addition of water 
gives back the natural flavor. 


Benefits to growers also are seen 


in the concentrate, which makes 
possible storage of the juice content 
of a crop so It may be fed to eastern 
and central markets as needed, thus 
preventing "dumping" which 
fre- 


ouently is ruinous to prices. 
In making concentrates for many 


purposes, eastern grapes are neces- 
sary for blending, 
hence steads- 


shipment of eastern grapes is fore- 
seen is beneficial both to eastern and 
uestem growers.

To strike a crisp and firm, and at

But having canceled bis baa 
and moved into New York's gloomy 
old Tombs, the prospect of a trial 
seems just as remote as ever. Gen- 
eral Sessions Judge Rosalsky has de- 
cided that Leopold must await his 
turn and there are many cases ahead 
of him.

GROWINS IN II. 


SURVEY Bl 


Increase Results from Ef- 


forts to Cut Down on Acre- 
age

use of fertilizer is indicated in tho 
United States, according to farm 
authorities and government ages* 
cies. Tnis trend is being brought 
about by efforts of the department 
of agriculture and the federal farm 
board to restrict acreage in many 
crops and by the expectation that 
fertilizer Trill be more readily avail- 
able to American farmers at price* 
which Trill make its tis« most profi- 
table. 


The nitrate situation vrhich has 


recently developed fe taken by agri- 
cultural experts to substantiate this. 
The government of Chile has turned 
over its federally 
owned nitrate 


lands to a company In which British, 
and American nitrate producers also 
are interested and in which 
the 


Chilean government owns 50 per 
cent of the stock. This will probably 
enable the Chilean industry to pro- 
duce nitrates more cheaply, because 
of improved processes to be made 
available and by elimination of the 
government export tax. 


INDUSTRY NOT MENACED 


This move is not calculated in any- 


way to put the American manufac- 
turers of fixed nitrogen out of busi- 
ness, government authorities assert. 
G. E. Mansfield, specialist in nitro- 
genous products of the 
geological 


survey, says the success of the syn- 
thetic process for production of ni- 
trates is almost sufficient at pres-j, 
ent for the consumptive demand o* 
this country. For years America, was 
dependent to some extent on the 
foreign product but the output of 
synthetic nitrates has greatly in- 
creased in the last year.
